POST OFFICE STATISTICS. — 
Ottawa, Noy, 16.—The annual report 


which has just been issued, shows 
that the estimated increase 
number of letters and postcards car- 
ried in the Canadian mails during the 
‘last fiscal year was 45,705,000 which 
is a ten per cent increase over 1909. 
Owing to the growth of the service 
expenditure has increased by 


2.550, as compared with 1909, but 


in spite of that fact there was a-surp- 
lus from thé operation of the service 
‘of $743,210. During the year there 
was an increase of 1,124 miles in the

Letter carrier delivery was .estab- 
lished in two elties during the year, 
Regina and New Westminster. Post- 
age stamps to the number Of 584,264,- 
774, valued at $9,942,345, were issued, 
as compared with 531,117,232, valued 
at $3,216,011 in 1909. In the number 
of letters posted, Ontario leads all 
other provinces by a tremendous mar- 
gin. As a matter of fact more letters 
are posted in Ontario than in the next 
four highest provinces, The 88 
are:
